Joy, the cominon Protection, to be ready to aſſiſt him, 
and to make the Burden as light as poſſible. For this 
Cauſe ſaies St. Paul, pay you Tribute alſo, for they 
ere God s Miniſters, attending continually upon this 
very thing. Render therefore to all their Dues, Tri- 
bute to whom Tribute, Cuſtom to whom Cuſtom, Fear 
to whom Fear, Honour to whom Honour.

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this further. Caiaphas the High Prieſt, (and the

ter d at other times, Lev. xvi. 2. The High Prieſt 
alone, ſays the Apoſtle to the Hebrews, Chap. ix. 7. 
enter d therein. Vet Annas and Caiaphas, and 
Zadot and Twenty more Succeſſors of Lay- depriv d 
High Prieſts, enter'd the Holy of Holies and came 
out alive, and were reputed by the Apoſtle, in the 
place before cited, to have validly expiated the 
Sins of the Nation. Again, The Apoſtle makes it 
his Buſineſs to ſtate the Difference between the 
Fewiſh and the Chriſtian Priefthood and Sacrifices, 
throughout the Epiſtle to the Hebrews : Yet he 
never takes any Notice of any Defect in the Jewiſh 
Sacrifices occaſion'd by the frequent Deprivations of 
their High Prieſts. And yet how natural is the 
Argument, and concluſive, if he could have urged - 
it. You have had nothing but invalid Lay-De- 
_ © privations of your High Prieſts for many Years 
© laſt paſt; nay, ſeveral of them alive at one time, 
and you have ſinfully and wickedly communi- 
( cated with Sabject Prieſts hoiſted in their Rooms; 
* this ſhows that God deſigned to break your 
Church in Pieces, and to invalidate your Sacri- 
| © fices. Lay hold therefore on Chriſt as your only 
© Hope, your only High-Prieſt '. One would won- 
der there ſhould be ſuch a ſilence upon ſo weighty 
a Matter, if the Apoſtle had judg'd of Depriva- 
tions by our Nonjurors Notions.But Laſtly, St. Paul

expreſly owns Ananias, Acts xxiii. 4, 5. to be High 
Prieſts, who yet came in upon the Deprivation. of 
Foſeph, remoy'd by Herod King Agrippa's Brother.

Prieſt? Ther ſaid Paul, I wiſt not that he was High 
Prieſt, for it is written, Thou ſhall not ſpeak Evil of 
the Ruler of thy People. Nor muſt it be replied, 
that St. Paul diſow ned him in the Words I wiſt not, 
as if he meant, I diſown him as High Prieſt, who 
© got his Honour by Corruption”. What Sence 
will this make with what follows, for it is written, 
Thou ſhalt not ſpeak Evil &c? The Sence is plain\ 1 
did not conſider as I ought, I ſpoke raſhly, and in 
a Paſſion, for it is written, &c. This then being 
the conſtant Conduct of our Saviour and the Apo- 
ſtles *tis plain. Rs bs 
Sthh, If aBiſhop refuſes to give the uſual required 
Security to a State for his Fidelity and Conduct, the 
Civil Magiſtrate may and ought to ſecure the Pub- 
lick Happineſs by depriving ſuch a Biſhop. The 
End of Government being always the ſame,. viz, 
to provide for the Happineſs, and to ſecure the Pro- 
perties of the Subject: Common Juſtice, and com- 
mon Equity require, that all who are protected by 
a Government ſhould contribute a helping Hand 
to enable the Magiſtrate to perform his Office, 
If any Perſon therefore hold Places and Preſer- 
ments under a Government, and by that means 
is capable of being ſerviceable or detrimental to 
it, tis fit and proper to have Aſſurances from ſuch, 
never to reveal the Secrets of the Government, 
never to aſliſt its Enemies, i. e. in a word, never 

to act contrary to the Publick Good. This is fo 
plainly the Voice of common Senſe, that al! Princes 
nd States, 2 Governmenrs neceſſarily give into 
it. What Security now has the Magiſtrate, or 
tan he have of a Biſhop, if he abſolutely refuſes bis

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Oath ? The Biſhops of Engtend are Men. of no ſme? 
Intereſt and Authority. They have a Part in the 


Legiflature; in Parliament and Convocation ; and 


have an Authority over their Clergy, who in 
their reſpective Places, have a very great Influence 
over the Comminalty. By the Reputation of their 
Judgment, and Learning, and Piety, and the Op- 
portunities of their Duties, they have a greater In- 
fluence than other Men upon the Community. If 
a Perſon therefore of ſuch Authority refuſes to 
ſwear Allegiance to his. Prince, tis too juſt and 
reaſonable a ground of Suſpicion that his Inclinati- 
ons are againſt him. If in Private Affairs it he de- 


FIG of any One to Promiſe to. be True and Faith- 
ul, and he refuſes it, tis but common. Juſtice to 


conclude him engaged in a contrary Intereſt, or at 


leaſt to be well diſpoſed that way: Why then may 
not a Government ſecure it ſelf tho' it be by Depri- 


vation of a Biſhop? Civil Society is the. Ordinance 
of God, as well as Eccleſiaſtical, and the End of 
Civil being ths World's Happineſs, tis as neceſſa- 
ry to make uſe of. the means to ĩt, as the End it ſelf 
is: And it muſt be agreeable to the Will of God to 
do ſo, who has obliged the Magiſtrate by placing

bHgation. For why all any Canons be obligatory 
ap amt the Safety of a Nation, when a Law mide 
bythe Nation it ſelf is nor? Therefore 
Laſtly, If a Separation be made from that body 
of Chriſtians, with whom they who are deprived 
were wont to communicate, whatever Crime there 
is, They who do ſo ſeparate are guilty of it, not the 
Magiſtrate ho ͤ only ſecures the Publick Happineſs, 
nor thoſe who Joſh wart Him in ſo doing.

might validly deprive, therefore thoſe who join'd 
themſelves then, or do ſo nom, to the deprived 
Biſhops, are thereby become guilty of Schiſm.

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nothing coptrary to our Conſtitution; I mean, no- 
thing of that Moment, that it, need to be taken 
Notice of; that He did not diſpenſe with our 


| Laws, that He did not attempe to bring in Popery 
nor Arbitrary Power, that He did not deſign the 


Subverſion of our Conſtitution: Or if They will 
allow, that He did do all This, they muſt prove 
that we are obliged to ſit ſtill, and not reſiſt him. 


Let them do This, and when This is made out 


*twill be time enough to make their other Charges - 
But 'tis blinding the People to talk of Schiſm, and 
never to tell Them what Sch:fmz is. Let them 


prove that we were under no Neceſſity in King 


James's Time, either to part with our Religion and 
our Liberties, or to part with him. If under a Ne- 
ceſſity on the one Side or the other, How could we 
Schiſmaticks? But the unhappy Reception that 
Nonjuring Notions met with at the End of the 
late Reign, and the Conduct of the People (who 
had profeſſed Unlimited Obedience) in the Begin- 
ning of the preſent Reign, had been ſo remarka- 
ble, that Mr. Howe! might well conclude them 
ready to ſwallow any Contradictions and Abſur- 
dities; and therefore could boldly talk of the 
Catholick Church of England, ipſo facto Excommu- 
cations, Hereditary indefeaſible Rights, abſolute 
and unlimited Obedience, the Validity of the Pre- 
tender's Claims, and the Curſe of God inſtead of a 
Bleſſing upon thoſe who profeſſed Themſelves a- 
vowed Enemies to Popery and Slavery.
